Specification 

3. The use of the trademark Krazy Keno (fig. 2) has been noted in this application. It should 
be capitalized wherever it appears and be accompanied by the generic terminology. 

Although the use of trademarks is permissible in patent applications, the proprietary nature 
of the marks should be respected and every effort made to prevent their use in any manner which 
might adversely affect their validity as trademarks. 

4. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly indicative 
of the invention to which the claims are directed. The following title is suggested: —Electronic 
Gaming Apparatus Having Authenticating Data Sets— or similar. 'Improved' is not descriptive.
